The shooting in Denver followed 
two demonstrations against the oc- 
cupation of the U.S. embassy In Iran 
bjr students demanding the extradi- 
tion of the deposed shah from the 
U.S. 

The death was the first anywhere ■ 
in connection with the occupation of 
the embassy, where the 100 hostages 
— Including 00 Americans — have 
been held since a week ago yester- 
day. 

But clashes between Iranians and 
Americans angered by the embassy 
takeover have occurred elsewhere in 
the U.S., and the Carter administra- 
tion is taking steps to deport Iranian 
students whose visas are not in order 
(see page *>....

Cabinet sets up five-man economic panel

The cabinet decided yesterday to 
set up an economic mini-cabinet as 
demanded by the new finance 
minister, Tlgael Hurvitz. It will 
replace the ministerial economic,, 
wage, fuel and subsidy committees. 

Joining Hurvitxin the mini -cabinet 
wlll.be Deputy Premier Tlgael 
Tadln, Industry, Trade and Tourism 
Minister.. Gideon Patt, Housing and 
Construction Minister David Levy 
and Education -Minister Zevulun 
. Hammer. - 

Hurvitz- has also suggested to 
Deputy Premier Slmha Ehrlich that 
he join the panel, but the former 


financ e minister asked for time to 
consider the invitation. If he agrees, 
there will be a seventh member, 
from He rut. to balance the coalition 
representation. The additional 
member would be Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon. 

The cabinet yesterday approved 
the appointment of Ta’acov 
Ne’eman as director-general of’ the 
Finance Ministry, replacing 
Amlram Si van, who served for the. 
last three years. . 

Ne’eman, 40; is a well-known, 
lawyer who distinguished himself in 
the academic field and was also a 
partner in a big Tel Aviv law firm. 


He has specialized in the areas of 
taxes, wages, and state corporation 
structure. At yesterday’s cabinet 
session, Ehrlich described as 
“scurrilous" allegations in the 
Histadrut daily "Davar" that 
Ne'eman made a point of defending 
tax evaders. 

On another economic Issue, when 
Labour Minister Israel Katz asked 
the cabinet to revise its refusal to In- 
crease the income maintenance 
. allotment to low Income groups. 
Premier Begin promised that the 
new economic mini-cabinet would 
place the issue at the top of its agen- 
da.

With the deadline for the removal 
of Ellon Morel) ten days away, the 
cabinet yesterday declared its inten- 
tion, to “expand settlement" In the 
administered areas "by increasing 
the population of existing 
settlements and by creating ad- 
ditional settlements on state-owned 
land." A select committee of 
ministers Is to be set up to Imple- 
ment this policy. 

Cabinet secretary Arye Naor 
asserted after the meeting that there 
was “no linkage" between this deci- 
sion and the specific problem of 
Ellon Moreh. The cabinet resolved 
that the "permanent site of Ellon 
Moreh" should be on the hill of J&bal 
Kabir, 8 km. away from the present 
site. 

Despite Naor'a assertion, the 
ministers were plainly hoping that 
their preoccupation with the broad 
question of West Bank settlement 
would gratify Gush Emunlm and 
persuade the Ellon Moreh group to 
leave, before the High Court's 
deadline and without a fight. The 
settlement policy decision yester- 
day. meticulously worded by Prime 
Minister Begin, was also seen as 
defusing — at least temporarily — 
the smouldering row. between 
Defence Minister Ezer We Inn an and 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
over settlement policy. Each man 
presented his views at the cabinet 
yesterday: Weizman favours 
development of existing settlements, 
and implementation of existing 
settlement decisions, so as to create 
five major "blocs” of Jewish settle- 
ment on the West Bank. Sharon, in a 
much less costly blueprint, would 
plant more than a dozen new 
settlements throughout Judea and 
Samaria. The cabinet statement, by 
speaking of "Increasing the popula- 
tion of existing settlements" and of 
"creating additional settlements." 
enabled both men to leave the 
cabinet room claiming a measure of 
victory. (It also facilitated a much 
less abrasive and abusive debate 
than has been the case In the cabinet 
of late. Sharon and Weizman ex- 
changed nasty remarks only once, 
according to cabinet sources, and 
Premier Begin quickly brought them 
to order.) "Neutral” ministers felt 
that the select committee would 
probably not adopt either of the two 
plans In toto — Weizman 'a because it 
is too expensive, and Sharon’s 
because Weizman is so strongly op- 
posed to it. Premier Begin had not 
yet appointed the committee 
members by late Jaftt night. But pun- 
dits predicted that the new Finance 
Minister, Tlgael Hurvitz, would be 
the chairman, and Weizman and 
Sharon among its members. 

Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer appears to be one of the 
ministers responsible for persuading 
Weizman and Sharon, to move back 
from the brink ^of v coii£f obtati on 
which could have gravely threatened 
the stability of the coalition. 

In a whirlwind round of meetings 
over the past few days, Hammer 
argued with the ministers of defence 
and agriculture that their ap- 
proaches could be reconciled. 

One of the arguments which 
Hammer is understood to have put to 
Sharon, to mitigate his opposition to 
Weizman's views, was that the 
Defence Minister envisaged massive 
urban settlement concentrations 
which represented solid features on 
the landscape like Kiryat Arba. 
Hammer is understood to have 
pointed out to Sharon that all the 
Gush Emunlm settlements were in- 
substantial clusters of pre-fabs and 
caravans which did not make the 
Israeli settlement presence tangible 
enough 1 

The Education Minister 'said at 
yesterday’s cabinet session that 
Gush Emunlm awareness that the I 
Government seriously intended to 1 


press ahead with, wide-ranging 
settlement programmes, would have 
an immeasurable psychological and 
moral effect, in defusing a tense 
situation. 

Hammer has been in dally contact 
with Gush Emunlm leaders to per- 
suade them that & break with the 
government over Eilon Moreh would 
not advance their interests, and to 
warn them that the schemings of 
Tehiya Party leaders to topple the 
coalition over the Ellon Moreh Issue 
would harm rather than help the 
ideal of settlement in Eretz Tisrael. 

(NRP leaders are well aware that 
the Tehiya Party hopes to woo some 
of their former voters, particularly 
Gush Emunlm members or sym- 
pathisers. The NRP counter-tactic is 
to try and split Gush Emunlm into 
“moderate” and "extremist" 
blocs. ) 

Hammer received a Gush 
Emunlm delegation yesterday mor- 
ning, before the cabinet session, 
headed by Rabbi Moshe Levinger, 
whose power-base is in Kiryat Arba 
and who has expressed caustic com- 
ments about the Tehiya Party. 

In an interview last night. 
Hammer said that if the select com- 
mittee could begin working solidly 
on the settlement programme, this 
could form "a basis for good 
dialogue" between the government 
and the Eilon Moreh settlers. 

Ah NRP source maintained last 
night that the select committee 
would be set up within a day or two 
and would go to work immediately — 
in order to demonstrate its 
seriousness of purpose to the Ellon 
Moreh group before the deadline 
date. 

But other cabinet sources thought 
this was entirely unlikely. Even if 
the committee were constituted and 
held a session or two. these sources 
■ said, it could hardly take operative 
decisions, involving large budgets 
and manifold other considerations, 
before next Thursday. 

In another deliberate effort to un- 
derscore the “linkage” between the 
cabinet's policy-decisions on settle- 
ment and the specific Eilon Moreh 
issue, cabinet sources close to Gush 
Emunlm leaked last night a “secret 
decision” ostensibly taken yesterday ‘ 
whereby the attorney-general was 
"Instructed to examine the legal 
aspects of Jewish settlement In 
Judea and Samaria.” The Implica- 
tion here was that the cabinet is con- 
sidering new measures — by legisla- 
tion or ordinance — that could pre- 
vent a repetition of the Eilon Moreh 
High Court embarrassment. 

But “neutral” cabinet sources* 
denied both the leak and the implica- 
tion. They revealed that the “secret 
decision” was in fact taken a fort- 
night ago. and that Premier Begin 
specifically insisted that the 
attorney-general begin his “ex- 
amination” only after the Ellon 
Moreh- Judgment was implemented. 
Moreover, the decision Was taken — 
at the suggestion of Minister without 
Portfolio Moahe NIssIm _ in view of 
the possible long-term significance 
of the Ellon Moreh ruling — in the 
event of the Israeli military rule 
over the West Bank coming to an 
end. “The judgment poses no im- 
mediate legal_problems to the

Tomorrow is the deadline 

W. Bank mayors 
will quit unless 

Shaka is freed

All the mayors on the West Bank decided last night that they wUl 
resign tomorrow morning unless Nablus Mayor Bassam Shaka Is 
released from prison and all measures against him are halted. Gaza 
Mayor Rashad Shawwa has expressed support for the move. 
Twenty-one mayors and three . 


representatives of Gaza Municipality 
reached this decision after a three- 
hour closed meeting in Ra mall ah 'a 
town hall. It was called to discuss 
ways of reacting to the arrest of 
Shaka prior to his planned expulsion, 
which hinges on a High Court deci- 
sion later this week. 

It was a dramatic end to a day of 
tension and unrest throughout the 
West Bank. It began at 8 a.m., when 
Shaka, accused of having expressed 
support for terrorists, was called to 
the office of the military governor of 
Nablus, where he was read the expul- 
sion order issued against him. 

Nablus was paralysed by a general 
strike throughout the day and there 
were sporadic disturbances 
elsewhere, especially In the 
Ramallah area. Several youths were 
arrested and a number of Israelis in- 
jured when their vehicles had their 
windows shattered by stones. 

Most of the day’s activities, 
however, were political. Mayors held 
non-stop consultations, both by phone 
and at public meetings, to discuss 
how to react to the arrest and Impen- 
ding banishment of the elected 
leader of the largest city on the West 
Bank. 

Shaka himself was away from the 
controversy in Ramie Prison, where 
he spent last night. His lawyers, who 
visited him in his cell, quoted the 
mayor as saying that he was “an in- 


nocent man paying for having done 
his patriotic duty for his people who 
had always opposed violence.” 

The authorities announced last 
week that they intended to deport 
Shaka after he reportedly expressed 
support for the March 1978 terrorist 
attack on the Coastal Road, In which 
94 Israelis died. Shaka has claimed 
that his remarks, made in a conver- 
sation with Aluf Danni Matt, were 
distorted. 

Observers noted last night, after 
the meeting In Ramallah, that the 
authorities would "noruecewari/y" 
accept the mass resignation.^ 
Another view expressed by we!i-‘ 
placed sources was that if the 
mayors carried out their decision, 
they might eventually return to of- 
fice voluntarily on the grounds that 
they had to “serve the people and 
carry on regardless.” 

No details were available last 
night of what exactly was said 
behind the closed doors of the 
meeting hall, but earlier In the day it 
was clear that there was disagree- 
ment on what measures to adopt. 

Some, such as Jericho Mayor 
Abdel Aziz Suwaitl. announced that 
he was resigning yesterday after- 
noon. as did Zafer al-Masri. deputy 
mayor of Nablus, and all the 
members ot the city council.

Eilon Moreh settlers 
determined to stay put

Ellon Moreh 'a residents yesterday 
reiterated their refusal to evacuate 
the hill they have been occupying 
near Nablus. An order from the High 
Court of Justice requires them to 
leave In 10 days. 

Their leader. Benny Kata over, told 
The Jerusalem Post that they would 
not even consider the government's 
decision to move them to Jebel 
Kebir. about eight kms. north of 
their present settlement. There was 
no reason to. he argued. The High 
Court ruled that 125 of the 700 
dunams requisitioned at Eilon 
Moreh must be returned to their 
owners by November 22. But settling 
on the remaining land does not con- 
tradict tho High Court ruling. Kftt- 
sover said. 

At a meeting with Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman yesterday 
the Gush Em uni m leaders said that 
Eilon Moreh 's removal would signify 
the beginning of the dismantling of 
Jewish settlements In Judea and 
Samaria. "We won't lend a hand to 


creating a precedent (of evacuating 
Jewish settlements)," Katsover 
argued. 

During the two-hour meeting. 
Weizman suggested they move to a 
Naha! outpost- (a military settle- 
ment) until the Jebel Kebir site is 
ready. But the Gush leaders gave the 
minister an ideological lecture and 
ignored his proposal. 

Katsover dismissed suggestions 
that this implied they would consider 
Weizman's proposal. "Mentally we 
didn't relate to it,” Katsover said. 
“The suggestion is 'absurd'," he 
added. 

The settlers will meet with Weiz- 
man again tomorrow. Three hours 
have been set aside for the meeting, 
but Gush leaders Indicated they did 
not expect to win the minister over. 

Accordingly they will continue lob- 
bying among ministers and 
politicians for support in staying 
where they are and for amending the 
law to prevent Arabs from appealing 
to the High Court against Jewish 
settlements. They will also recruit 
volunteers to help them resist 
evacuation. Katsover confirmed. 
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at

- Hermann! said that relief agencies 
are fighting a losing battle to feed 
the population. Thirty-five tons of 
rice, blankets and medicines strive 
by air daily, but 900 tons are needed 
to do any good. 

More supplies could be brought 
from Thailand, but the Vietnamese 
authorities refuse to open the border, 
Herman n! said.

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Haifa psychiatrist 
cleared of fraud 
in army releases 

HAIFA tltim). — District 
Psychiatrist Dr. Yitzhak Frumkin, 
who hAS been held without ball for 
the last 10 months, yesterday was 
cleared of all charges against him in 
a fraud trial. 

Frumkin had been charged with 
taking bribes from soldiers in return 
for low psychiatric profiles which 
would get them army releases. 

The district court previously con- 
victed Avraham Alikishvilli. 22. of 
negotiating the bribes with various 
psychiatrists In the area. But 
Alikishvilli retracted his testimony 
against Frumkin. 

In his ruling. District Judge Am* 
non Carmi criticized the practice of 
assessing a soldier's emotional state 
to determine the profile. Either the 
guidelines must be followed or they 
should be rewritten, he said. 

He applied the same scepticism to 
the guidelines for hospitalizing men- 
tal patients. They must be clearly 
defined and their practice closely 
supervised to’ protect potential 
patients and doctors, he said. ■

new wage agreement, now concede 
that immediate steps are necessary 
if a remedy Is to be found for El AI's 
financial predicament. 

"Everyone agrees that there are 
too many workers in El Al. We'll dis- 
cuss this with the management and 
see who can be dispensed with," a 
member of one works committee 

said yesterday. 

Eilat told The Post that the flight 
crews committees told management 
that it had another solution. "They 
think only ground staff should be 
reduced, but the company is selling 
two Boeing 707s and two Boeing 747s, 
so obviously we won’t be needing as 
much flight personnel," Eilat said. 

"I think it's clear that without cuts 
there can be no solution to El AI's 
problems. Everyone will have to 
face this." Eilat said. 

But at the airport there were some 
demands for the Immediate stop- 
page of work in the national airline 
"if the company fires some of our 
colleagues." But this extreme view 
was not the unanimous position. 

-A head of the maintenance works 
committee said that In the present 
situation care must be taken not to 
leave thousands of families without 
means of livelihood. *‘I know that I'm 
in the minority here about wanting to 
cooperate with the management, but 
we must stop the few extremists who 
may harm all of us," he said. 


The Defence Ministry's plan calls 
for five blocs of settlements, at 
Reihan, Karnei Shomron, Givon, 
Ma'aleh Adumin and the Etzion 
Bloc. 

Sharon's £L2.0b. plan calls for 
some 14 small settlements in Judea 
and Samaria, three in the Gaza Strip 
and one in the Golan. It also calls for 
enlarging existing settlements. 

Sharon and the coordinator of 
settlement in Judea and Samaria, 
Uri Bar-On. maintained that there 
*s are sufficient reserves of state- 
owned land for most settlements. 
But they conceded ownership is un- 
clear at Lucifar. Carmel and Zif, ! 
planned to rise in southern Mount 
Hebron. Sharon suggested the 
attorney-general examine 
ownership there. 

Sharon and Bar-On agreed that un- 
der normal circumstances it would 
be preferable to strengthen existing 
settlements, but said it might be im- 
possible to establish new ones in a 
year or two, after the Arab residents 
win autonomy. Therefore new 
settlements — though small — 
should be established now and could 
be enlarged at a later date. 

One of the ministers present at the 
session said it was clear that the 
• threat of . a . major cabinet crisis 
predicted by the media had not be en 
boxne out’ because the two principals 
— Weizman and Sharon — were not 
ready to go all the way. 

This minister said that both men 
apparently felt the time was not yet 
ripe for a showdown, and that both of 
them would probably get politically 
bruised In a full-scale confrontation 
without drawing much profit from it. 

Their mutual sparring was much 
more limited than some expected, it 
was said. 

Begin ruled both men ont of order, 
after Weizman criticised existing 
settlement schemes as being badly 
conceived and badly executed. This 
drew Sharon’s comment that he too 
had a lot to say if need be, concer- 
ning the IDF deployment in Jndea 
and Samaria under Weinman's 
direction. 

“That’s not the topic,” Begin 
snapped. Whereupon another 
minister interjected, more In 
humour than seriously: “We're not 
short of generals here.” 

According to one source,' the 
cabinet felt confident that it could 
persuade the majority of Gush 
Exnunim to cooperate peacefully 
with the Ellon Moreh evacuation, if 
not those Gush-elements allied with 
the new Tehiya party. 

One minister told the Post: "Gush 
Emunim realizes that any serious 
alternative to the present coalition 1 
will be far less favourable to settle- 1 
ment in Judea and Samaria." 1 

It also seemed that Hammer and 
Sharon were reassured by the 1 
presence of Ylgael Hurvltz in the 1 
cabinet as a more sympathetic 1 
Finance Minister — settlement-wise 
— than his predecessor, Simha 1 
Ehrlich, the new deputy premier. 


Shots fired by settlers during fracas 

Black Panthers invade West Bank 
moshav to* protest slum conditions 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
E LAZAR. — Shots were fired inside 
this West Bank moshav yesterday 
afternoon when about ISO Black 
Panthers drove in through the main 
gate and demonstrated against 
funds being used for settlements in 
the administered territories rather 
than improvement of slum con- 
ditions. They remained for three 
hours before being forcibly 
evacuated by soldiers. 

"£L420m. have been spent to es- 
tablish and maintain this settlement 
during its four years of existence," 
Panther leader Menny Cohen said. 
"That is over IL20m. for each of its 
less than 20 families." 

Several surprised moshav 
members rushed the Panthers with 
loaded and cocked guns soon after 
their appearance. As the 
demonstrators struggled to disarm 
one man, his M-16 discharged, spew- 
ing bullets In all directions. No one 
was hit, but the man himself suf- 
fered a head wound when he was 
knocked down against a concrete 
wall. He was later reported in 
satisfactory condition at Hadassah 
University Hospital. 

The demonstration was planned in ; 
utmost secrecy by Panther leaders, 
including - Sa^Lditf“MarCfTBJio , who ' 
worked together with movement co- 
founder MK Charley Biton fRakah) 
for the first time since the two split 
during the 1977 election campaign. 


Busloads- of mostly young 
Panthers converged from Jerusalem 
and Beersheba on Elazar, a Hapoel 
Hamlazrachi industrial moshav 
founded in 1976 In the Etzion Bloc, 
which was surrendered in 1948 and 
resettled after 1967. Cohen arrived 
with a group of journalists who had 
been told to assemble at Jerusalem’s 
southern exit at 12:60 p.m. Timing of 
the various groups’ arrival was coor- 
dinated by walkie- talkie . 

Some of the moshav residents 
wondered out loud why they, and not 
a Gush Emunim settlement, for In- 
stance, was targeted. But 
demonstration leaden emphasized 
that “as far as we are concerned, all 
settlements in the West Bank mean 
money taken away from us." 

"We aren't protesting against 
these people," .explained Biton to 
police and army officers, who arriv- 
ed on the scene only after the 
violence had subsided. "We are 
protesting the government's policy 
of spending, millions of pounds per 
person for these settlements and 
nothing for the slum quarters of the 
country.” 

,..8ome of 4±te jiemonartratqra — in- 
cluding at Jeast one pregnant woman 
and "several' children —"wandered 
through the moshav, marvelling at 
what they called "the villas." 
Moshav residents, many of whom 
are North American Immigrants, ex- 


plained that they don't own the two 
and three- room, one-storey houses, 
which are leased from the govern- 
ment. But the demonstrators seem- 
ed not to understand, asking "why 
after four years you have park 
benches, while after 20 years 
Ka tain on has nothing." 

"Come live here if you need 
housing!" one angry Elazar resident 
shouted. Over a third of the 
settlement’s homes are unoccupied. 

“This land was stolen from the 
Arabs,” countered a demonstrator. 

After several hours of black-flag, 
waving, chanting and speeches In- 
terspersed with negotiations 
between Panthers and security 
forces, the demonstrators sat gown 
together in the settlement's central, 
square. They were then carried one 
by one onto their waiting buses by 
soldiers and driven home. 

Their original demand to meet 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
before dispersing was not fulfilled, 
but Black Panther leaders promised 
that they would hold similar actions 
soon to press their case. 

Gush Emunim said yesterday that 
the Panthers’ protest was a' direct « ( 
result o£ incitement over lo th$;past 
two weeks against the settlements 
by certain governmental factors. It 
called on any family with housing 
problems to come and settle In Judea 
and Samaria. 


Iranian students in Beirut 
fail to storm U.S. embassy 


BEIRUT. — Heavily armed security 
forces fired in the air and used 
batons to evict a group of 
demonstrators who invaded the 
grounds of the U.S. embassy in 
Beirut yesterday. 

About 200 demonstrators chanted- 
slogans supporting Iranian leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini and demanded 
the extradition of the deposed shah 
from the U.S. 

Several demonstrators were in- 
jured when Syrian and Lebanese 
troops evicted them from the em- 
bassy grounds after surrounding the 
protestors, who had refused to dis- 
perse. 

About 60 of the Iranian, Lebanese 
Shia Moslem and • Palestinian 
students entered the embassy 
grounds, tore down the U.S. flag and 
burned it, ripped -off the embassy 
crest and climbed onto the roof of the 
entrance. But they did not get Inside 
the building. 

When some students began to say 
they would not leave -until Khomeini 
ordered them to do so, the Syrian 
troops decided to evict them. 

Firing their weapons into the air, 
the Syrians burst into the court and 


forced the students to flee, using rifle 
butts and boots. 

Shouts and screams could be 
heard coming from the embassy 
compound as the students wpre dis- 
persed. The Syrian soldiers chased 
them out of the embassy court and 
through the nearby streets. Only two 
were arrested. 

In Rome, a group of Iranian 
students were removed from the 
Vatican's St.' Peter's Square by 
police shortly before Pope John Paul 
appeared for his regular Sunday 
■blessing. 

Police said about 60 students were 
planning an anti-American 
demonstration calling for the -ex- 
tradition of the shah. 

In Teheran, the foreign ministry 
yesterday said tha£ Egyptian securi- 
ty authorities are turning back Ira- 
nian students at Cairo airport, refus- 
ing to let them enter the country. 

The report came amid a hitter 
anti-Egyptian press campaign — 
and denunciation of President 
Anwar Sadat by students Inside the 
U.S. embassy in Teheran. (Reuter, 
UPI)

Cancer patients throughout the 
country went without radiotherapy 
yesterday as the X-ray Technicians 
Union, which includes the 
radiotherapists, decided to Intensify 
their strike. 

The strike, which has been running 
for several weeks, was hardly felt 
until nowwoecause many technicians 
were on the job owing to back-to- 
work orders. Now, the technicians 
say, they will work according to the 
book and slow up reception of 
patients in all departments. 

So far the government has remain- 
ed steadfast in refusing to grant the 
technicians a substantial pay rise in 
the form of a "danger supplement." 
' However, the Health Ministry 
spokesman could not say last night 
what steps, if any, the ministry will 
take in light of the latest develop- 
ment. 

31 hurt on roads 

Thirty-one people were injured , 
most of them seriously, In the 20 traf- 
fic accidents that occurred in the 
two-day period ending yesterday 
morning. 

Ayud cl-Gazcl was sentenced in 
Jerusalem traffic court yesterday to 
four months in Jail and another three 
years on probation for driving on a 
suspended licence.

Weizman freezes judicial review panel

Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
has decided to freeze the work of a 
special committee of three lawyers 
he appointed last week to review the 
recommendations of the Sh&mgar 
Committee on a reform of the 
military judicial system.

Banishment 
and how it’s

The defence minister may banish 
someone -from the administered 
territories (or from Israel lor that 
matter) "..Jf .he deems it necessary 
or expedient to ensure public safely, 
the defence- of Israel, the 
maintenance of public order or the 
suppression of an uprising, rebellion 
or riot." ■ 

This Is In accordance with his 
powers under regulations 106 and 112 
of the - Mandatory Emergency 
Regulations of ;1945. These are the 
basis for the hid. to deport . Nablus 
Mayor Barsam- Shaka. 

Regulations 112(4.5) stipulate thai 
a man who is the subject of a banish- 
ment order can be placed in custody 
and empower the authorities to 
arrest him. 

. Iii .view of the severe nature of the 
punishment, the military govern- 
ment has resorted to banishment In 
relatively few instances, and has 
.adopted 1 & number of administrative 
procedures designed to limit the dis- 
cretion of the military in the decision 
while Increasing the opportunities 
for legal appeal. 

Regulation U2(8) itself stipulates 
that a special advisory co mm ittee; 
headed by a suitably qualified Jurist, 
may review — on the request of the 
person involved — the Teasona for 
banishment and submit its 
recommendation to the government.

AUeged leader of J’lem 
Fatah cell goes on trial

More than a year after one of the 
moat dangerous Fatah cells in 
Jerusalem was cracked, its last 
. alleged member and apparent 
leader went on trial yesterday in the 
military court at Lod. 

fUbhi Mustafa Rashid Sharabati, 
60, is charged with illegal transport 
and possession of explosives, 
assembly of a bomb and an attempt 
.to plant a bomb in the centre of 
Jerusalem. The maximum sentence 
for these offences under the IMS 
Emergency Regulations is the death 
penalty. 

Sharahatl is also known as “Abu 
Ahmed" or “the sheikh." Re was 
arrested together with his son Ahm- 
ed by police and members of the 
General Security Services the night 
of October s, 1978, on the road 
leading to. the Mount of Olives adja- 
cent to the Commodore Hotel; Their 
arrest followed the chance arrest 
earlier that day of their Jewish ac- 
complice. Yosef "JorJo" Nidam, for 
a traffic violation. Once in custody 
Nidam told, polie'e that the 
Sharabatis had offered him ILlm. to 
plant a 100-kg. bomb in the heart of 


Jerusalem's cinema district that 
evening. 

Ahmed Sharabati was sentenced 
last January to a total of BS years in 
prison for his part in the affair. 
Nidam was found guilty of smuggl- 
ing explosives for the ring and 
sentenced to 10 years in AprlL The 
fourth member of the gang, Nur e- 
Din Ja'abari, son of former Hebron 
mayor Mohammed All Ja'abari, was 
sentenced to 13 years in June. 

Proceedings against Rlbhi 
Sharabati could only begin after the 
trials of Nidam and Nur e-Din were 
completed, since their testimony Is 
to be' heard during the alleged 
leader's trial. 

Military prosecutor Sgan-Aluf 
Menahem KOrnweitx yesterday call- 
ed a number of witnesses who 
testified about the relationship 
between. Sharabati. and Nidam. A 
police chemical analyst also told the 
court that he found traces of 'ex- 
plosives in the clothing and on the 
hands of Sharabati the day following 
his. arrest. 

The trial, being - heard by Aluf 
Mishne Ben Zion Tarhi, and two 
other judges, will be resumed on 
November 28. 




More jobs than applicants; 
industrial employment rises

■ There were more jo be than job 
seekers in the first half of 1979, -ac- 
cording to a report' on the . labour 
market issued by the Labour 
Ministry’s Manpower Planning 
Authority. There nr&a a sl ow do w n In 
the rate of increase of employment 
In the services, but “a significant 
rise" In those employed In industry 
during this period, the report said. 

In. the first half of 1879, the labour 
force rose by 1.9 per cent, reaching 
1.260m. people. While the number of 
men' in the force remained the same 
during this, period, the number of 
women rose by 1 per cent. 

"Riff number of those employed, as 
distinct tram the labour force (which 
also comprises those unemployed 
but actively seeking work), reached 
l,2SSm. people, a growth of 2.7 per 
cent over the half-year period. 
Unemployment declined during this 
period to 2.7 per cent, from 8.5 per 
cent last year. 

About 18,000 people were added In 
Industry, a 4.7 per cent growth. 
About 9.000 of the workers are 
women. 

' In the first half of 1979, the ser- 
vices took on some 18,000 new. 
employees or 58 per cent of all those 


who gained employment during the 
period. 

Of those joining the services,' some 
' 14,000 gained employment In public 
services and some 6,000 in business 
and financial services. At the same 
• time. , the number of those employed 
in private services fell by over 1,600 
during the first half of 1979. * 

The Increment In the public ser- 
vices was concentrated In health and 
social welfare services. The number 
of administrative personnel in 
government offices declined by 
some 1,600 people. The education 
services grew by some 2,000 
employees In the first half of 1978 as 
compared with a growth, during the 
same period of 1978, of 18,000 
employees. 

The first half of 1979 witnessed a 
1.7 per cent drop in the number of 
Israelis employed In the building in- 
dustry, falling to 80,600 workers. 

During the first half of 1979 the 
number of labourers from the ad- 
ministered territories working in- 
Israel rose by 11. 5 per cent to 76,000. 

In the first quarter of 1878, accor- 
ding to the report, the average 
monthly wage in Israel for wage- 
earners was IL9.S17, a nominal 75 
per cent increase and a 18.6 per cent 
increase in real terms, as compared 
with the first quarter of 1978.

’Women brainwashed to abort babies’

The Soviet authorities have recent- 
ly adopted new tactics to cut down 
the number of Jewish emigrants, ac- 
cording to a senior government of- 
ficial in Jerusalem. 

Briefing the Knesset Immigration 
and Absorption Committee, the of- 
ficial said that in the city of Odessa 
alone, lh recent, months, over 1,000 
would-be ollm had been denied exit 
visas, on the pretext that the 
relatives In Israel who had endorsed 
their requests to leave were not suf-

'"We- official, whose experience 
with problems of Soviet Immigration 
has no parallel, said the Soviets had 
started using tills new pretext In 
other parts of the Ukraine, as well as 
in Centra] Asia, in such places as 
Tashkent. 

Hitherto, he said, the traditional 
Soviet pretext for denying exit had' 
been “security grounds." 

It is not a matter of the Soviet 
(authorities rejecting applications 
on scrutiny, the official said. They 
. often reject applications out of hand. 
They do so to cut down the statistics 


of “rejected applications," by 
classifying them as ‘'invalid" to 
start with. 

The official said the Soviet 
authorities were apparently dis- 
satisfied with the unprecendentedly 
high emigration rate over the past 
year or two. and were seeking ways 
of reducing the rate drastically. 

American Jewish leaders have 
been appraised of the new problem 
and are seeking the assistance of the 
U.S. administration, the official 
said. The leaders have already made 
representations to Soviet diplomats 
in Washington, he revealed, 
j— RortnteMilo, chairman of the com- 
.mittee, sharply criticized "certain 
personalities in the American 
Jewish commCmity" for fostering the 
high dropout rate among Soviet 
Jewish emlgrees. He said it was high 
time these- personalities cooperated 
with Premier Menahem Begin ' b 
proposal that HIAS (Hebrew Im- 
migrant Aid Society) give assistance 
to settle in America only to Soviet 
■emlgrees who had immediate family 
there. 

"Between HIAS and the Kremlin,'

law coerces women to carry out 
abortions their values and 

better judgement, MX Sarah Stern- 
Kat&n charged yesterday. She 
demanded elimination of the fifth 
clause from the law, which allows 
abortions on the basis of adverse 
. social or economic conditions. 

Speaking at a press conference 
convened by Ernuna, the national 
religious women's movement, Stern- 
Katan conceded that every woman 
could do as she chose In private. But 
she said that the law, which 
represents the State of Israel, must 
not sanction abortions, a practice op- 
posed to the . goals of the state. 

Israeli women are brainwashed to 
abort their babies, according to 
Stem-Katan, Dr. Dov Ehrlich and 
two social workers. The MK charged 
that the abortion committee did not 
warn women of the medical dangers ' 


and psychological problems inherent 
in abortion. 

The social workers said that many 
.women did not really want abortion, 
but were pressured into It by their 
husbands or neighbours. "Before 
Section 8 came into being, a woman 
would ask herself: Should I have an 
abortion? Now she asks berself, 
'Why shouldn't I have one?"' said 
- one social worker. 

Ehrlich, a family doctor, said that 
MBs are often forced to conduct 
abortions against their moral bellefr 
.because they must implement 
decisions made by abortion com- 
mittees. He said that Section 6 meant 
160 extra hospital beds In the coun- 
try, which cost the state tens of 
minions of pounds a year. 

The Emuna representatives 
suggested that the state should build 
. more day care centres for children 
whose mothers couldn't afford not to 
work full time, thus enabling the 
mothers to give birth without fear of 
economic hardships.

TEL AVIV. — Two police detectives 
are to testify In disguise this mor- 
ning at District Court here, where 
four men and one woman are. charg- 
ed with involvement In what is called 
"the gold connection" — smuggling 
60 kilos of gold — .a senior police 
source told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

The detectives, who are under- 
cover agents, will testify in the case 
against El A1 pilot Aklva Pressman, 
Shalom Baruch, Mo she Dublinger, 
Yehoshua Welsel and Mlchol Adar. 

Samples of gold bricks were dis- 
played under heavy guard yesterday 
In Judge Menahem Han's court. 
Prosecutors Edna Arbel and Sara 
Do tan said they wanted the court to 
observe the sheer quantity of gold, so 
that no one could later claim it might 
have been hidden. 

The prosecution also exhibited a 
brown paper bag containing 1227,000 
-found in the flat of Adar, Pressman's 
girl friend. . 


Fakad Avraham Segal of the 
national fraud department told the 
court what happened on Ra'anana’s 
Rehov Hagdud Ha'ivri on July 10, 
the day the suspects were arrested. 
Segal said Pressman was caught 
outside Adar’s fiat holding a suitcase 
containing 24 kilos of gold Ingots. 
Dublinger and Welsel tried to escape 
in a car and stopped only when police 
cars blocked a junction near Kfar 
Sava, he said. 

Segal said the two Ignored police 
orders to stop. Even warning shots 
failed to scare them, he said. 

As for the arrest of Baruch, 
manager of the Lydda branch of 
Arkla Airlines, Segal said that 
Baruch reached Adar's flat and ask- 
ed where Pressman lived. 

Baruch was standing there with 
two journalists, Segal said. 
"Immediately I noticed that he 
wasn't a journalist. I asked him what 
he wanted and he said he had an ap- 
pointment with Pressman and was 
looking for him. I took him to the flat

Jerusalem gas distributors 
withheld deliveries yesterday in on

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Lapid and TV newsmen 
resolve their conflict

After five hours of negotiations, 
Broadcasting Authority director- 
general Yosef Lapid and the TV Jour- 
nalists’ staff committee yesterday 
worked out a compromise — subject 
to the board of directors approval — 
that is expected to end the controver- 
sy over last week's blackout of 
“Mabat." 

Lapid entered the meeting inten- 
ding to send TV news-director Haim 
Yavln and “Mabat" editor Ya'acov 
Ahimelr to a Broadcasting Authority 
inquiry into their behaviour last 
Thursday night. 

With Yavln's permission, Ahimelr 
last Thursday introduced a two-and- 
a-half minute blackout of the screen 
by saying that the news staff had 
been prohibited from screening a 
filmed item about West Bank 
mayors' support for Bassam Shaka, 
the Nablus mayor who allegedly ex- 
pressed backing for the coastal road 
terrorists. 

The journalists' works committee 
had ordered the blackout as a 
protest. It later severed relations 
with Lapid for banning the item from . 
the screen and threatening Yavln 
and Ahimelr with an inquiry. 

The director-general and the com- 


mittee reached a compromise 
yesterday by which both sides 
recognize that Yavln and Ahimelr 
acted on instructions from their 
works committee and that the two 
senior journalists should not be 
punished for what they did. 

In the second part of the agree 
ment, the committee recognizes the 
"principle that it must not Intervene 
in the content of broadcasts." The 
works committee also recognizes 
that Ahlmelr's announcement before 
the blackout was “in violation of this 
principle." 

The board of directors will meet 
this afternoon to decide whether to 
approve the compromise. 

Lapid told The Jerusalem Post 
after the meeting that he viewed the 
principles as a victory for manage 
ment since it established, for the 
first time, that the works committee 
had no right to interfere with the con- 
tents of broadcasts. 

The works committee was also 
pleased with the results because 
neither Yavln and Ahimelr nor the 
works committee leaders will be 
punished. 

Lapid asserted that despite the 
rumpus raised over the blackout, he 
did not at all regret banning the con- 
troversial segment from the air. 


Labour to plan for early 
elections, Peres reports 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — The Labour 
Party Central Committee will meet 
soon to plan for possible early elec- 
tions, chairman Shimon Peres told a 
press conference here yesterday. 

In an apparent reference to the 
"Belt Berl" meetings. Peres said he 
'wasn't afraid" of faction 
gatherings, but said the groups have 
to operate through the "approved In- 
stitutions," and if they wanted 
ideological debate they have to set 
up a group for the purpose. 

“I don't deny the party Is going 
through a period which is not easy," 
Peres said. The party has expanded 
and party life will have to be organiz- 
ed along democratic llnea, with 
decisions by the party office binding 
on all members, he said. 

Regarding the selection of Knesset 
members, Peres said he prefers 
election to appointment, but an 
'organlz&lng committee" will be 
necessary to distribute the members 
through the list, representing- 
different professions, social groups 
and development towns.

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Carter threatens to deport students 

U.S. anger unleashed on Iranians 


_ was posted on Saturday for 
Iranians arrested during an 
earlier violent confrontation with 
police and American counter- 
demostrators In Beverly Hills, 
California. 

Many of the freed Iranians 
S&thered in their country's consulate 
m Beverly Hills to compare wounds. 
Most had gashes, scratches or 
bruises, suffered when they were at- 
tacked by a mob of spitting, kicking 
and pipe-hurling American counter- 
demonstrators. 

Leaders of the Moslem Student 
Association, which organized 
Friday's demonstration in defiance 
of a Beverly Hills police ban on the 
march, refused to rule' out future 
demonstrations. 

"We will not give up our part In the 
struggle to get the shah, a hated 
criminal, back to Iran," said AH 
Mohammed, who said he was a stu- 
dent at California Polytechnic 
Institute at Pomona. "We will do 

something." 

On Saturday night in Washington, 
President Jimmy Carter, In a move 
to calm American outrage over the 
week-long captivity of M U.S. 


hostages in Teheran, threatened to 
deport Iranian students who violate 
U.S. immigration laws. 

The president ordered Attorney- 
General Benjamin CivUettt to tell the 
90,000 Iranian students In the U.S. to 
report Immediately to the nearest 
immigration office. 

White House spokesman Jody 
Powell said deportation proceedings 
would be started against any 
students who had violated the terms 
of their visas. 

Carter, directing U.S. efforts to 
secure the release of the hostages 
through a variety of diplomatic In- 
itiatives, also repeated an appeal to 
all Americans to remain calm and 
avoid saying or doing anything that 
might endanger the hostages. 

The president acted after he saw 
television pictures of Iranian student 
demonstrators being attacked by 
angry American bystanders in 
several cities on Friday. 

Executives of the three main 
television networks were summoned 
to the White House on Saturday and 
told by Powell that the president 
hoped maximum possible restraint 


would be exercised in covering the 
demonstrations. 

The student demonstrators, both 
In U.S. cities and in Teheran, 
demanded the return of the deposed 
shah to face trial. 

The shah, who has been living in 
Mexico, was admitted to the U.S. 
lost month on humanitarian grounds 
and Is undergoing treatment In a 
New York hospital for cancer. 

Former secretary of state Henry 
Kissinger said yesterday the U.S. 
should seek good relations with Iran 
but “must not submit to blackmail" 
or mob rule. Kissinger visited the 
shah on Friday in a* New Tork 
hospital. 

Meanwhile, Wisconsin Republican 
Lea Aspln urged on Saturday that 
any “hare-brained scheme" for £ 
military rescue of American 
hostages in Teheran be rejected. 
Aspln, a member of the House Arm- 
ed Services and House Intelligence 
Committees, said he was concerned 
over mounting demands for “macho 
action" such as Israel's dramatic 
1976 rescue of hostages at the 
Entebbe Airport in Uganda. (AP,

LA PAZ. Bolivia (AF). — Deposed 
President Walter Guevara, speaking 
at a clandestine news conference, 
said on Saturday that it was "very 
probable" the nation's armed forces 
would soon remove the right-wing 
colonel who seized power in a coup 
earlier this month. 

Wearing a wig, Guevara emerged 
from hiding for the second time since 
Col. Alberto Natusch's November 1 
coup and spoke to about 50 Bolivian 


and foreign newsmen in the garden 
of a private house In this capital city. 

Hours earlier. Congress voted not 
to recognize Natusch as president 
and called upon the Bolivian armed 
forces to unite with lawmakers to 
restore constitutional rule. 


About 40 persons gathered In the 
Plaza San Francisco after the vote 
and shouted: "Natusch, murderer, 
Natusch, murderer." Police fired 



into the air and the crowd quickly 
dispersed. 

Bolivia's unions, church groups 
and most major political parties 
have refused to recognise Natusch. 
The nation's top lahour leader, Juan 
Lechin, told another news con- 
ference on Saturday that the unions 
Insisted Natusch turn power over to 
congress. He said they would never 
take part In a three-man junta with 
Natusch, as proposed by some con- 
gressional leaders. 

The Bolivian Human Rights Coun- 
cil said in a communique on Satur- 
day that 307 persons had been killed 
and 201 wounded by police and 
soldiers suppressing anti-Natusch 
demonstrations since the coup. It 
said another 111 civilians had 
‘’disappeared" after they were 
arrested for opposing the takeover. 

Guevara told newsmen his ad- 
ministration still enjoyed popular 
support as the only constitutional 
government In the country and 
would continue to function un- 
derground. He appealed to 
Venezuela, Colombia, Ecuador and 
Peru, to condemn what he called 
"the bloody coup" by Natusch. He 
said it is “very probable that there 
will be a new military change” In the 
government, and It would be better 
for Bolivia if the army "abandoned 
the government and went home." 


Soviets- fish in trouble Iran waters

MOSCOW. — S (parting silently from 
its own recent diplomatic reversals 
at the hands of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini, the Soviet Union is 
treating the student takeover of the 
U.S. Embassy In Teheran as both a 
propaganda windfall and an oppor- 
tunity to bolster Kremlin Influence 
with Iran. 

The official* Soviet news media 
have carried dally dispatches from 
Washington and Teheran describing 
the crisis in ambiguous terms that 
strongly Imply support for last 
week's seizure of the embassy and BO 
Americans. At the same time. Soviet 
Perslan-language broadcasts into 
Iran justify the attempt to force the 
U.S. to turn the shah over to 
revolutionary justice on grounds 
that the U.S. uses the embassy to spy 
on the Khomeini regime and plot Its 
downfall. 


threatened by events In Iran. 

Overlooked In the U.S. at the time 
because of the student takeover of 
the embassy and the Khomeini role 
in the episode, abrogation of the 
Sovlet-Iranian treaty clauses Is a 
major blow to Moscow. The Soviets 
over the years have cited the treaty 
as historic proof of the Kremlin’s In- 
terest in constructive ties with im- 
mediate neighbours. The treaty has 
been need Internally to justify. 
Kremlin cooperation With the pro- ' 
Western, anti-Communist shah, as 
well as to explain Moscow's repeated 
attempts to achieve good relations 
with the successor fundamentalist 
Islamic government run by 
Khomeini. 


The propaganda attacks come 
against a background of continuing 
frustration and minimal success for 
the Soviets in dealing with the un- 
predictable Moslem leader. Last 
week, when Iran abrogated its 1969 
treaty of friendship with the U.S.. it 
also broke two clauses of a 1921 
Iranian-Soviet treaty that allowed 
armed Soviet military intervention If 
vital Russian interests were 


The treaty was a basis for Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev last 
November to Issue his unilateral 
warning to the U.S. against military 
intervention on behalf of the shah to 
preserve the monarchy. Brezhnev 
called the upheavals then an internal 
matter for Iran, but said any U.8. 
direct action would Involve vital ' 
Soviet interests. 

The Soviets have made persistent 
attempts to curry favour with 
Khomeini at the expense of the U.S. 
since the shah was ousted. Tet In this 
case, the takeover of an embassy, ' 
the Soviets find themselves caught 
by various internal Inconsistencies 
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SALISBURY (Reuter). — For the

The officially approved 
celebrations of past years seemed to 
black politicians in the -five-month- 
old biraci&l government of Bishop 
Abel Muzorewa to be an unfitting 
celebration of white supremacy.

Polish police round up dissidents 
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Early visitors welcome — Tea S.4S pjn.

WARSAW (Reuter)’. — Police 
yesterday held at least 80 Polish dis- 
sidents in an effort to block a 
demonstration planned for last night 
marking- the anniversary of Poland's 
independence. 

Some dissidents said they planned 
to march from St. John’s Cathedral 
In Warsaw's old city and lay wreaths 
at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier 
to mark the date, which the Com- 
munist authorities have Ignored. 

Dissident spokesmen said more 
than 30 of their activists had been 
rounded up by police since Friday 
night in Warsaw. Krakow and 
Gdansk, Police may hold people for 
up to 48 hours without charges. 

Most of those reported detained 
were members or supporters of the 
Public Self-Defence Committee 
(KOR), a dissident group which had 
taken no direct part in previous 


demonstrations and considered 
them of doubtful value. 

The organisers of the march are 
members of a rival group, the 
traditionalist Human and Civil 
Rights Defence Movement 
(ROPCO). There was no word from 
ROPCO leaders and it was not 
known If they had been detained or 
had gone into hiding. 


Iran colonel killed 
thwarting hijack 


AFTERMATH. — Over 70,000 school 
children are studying in tents 
because their schools were 
destroyed or damaged by a recent 
earthquake in West Java, a 
spokesman of the Indonesian depart- 
ment of education said in Jakarta 
yesterday. He said about 470 school 
buildings in the West Java towns of 
Taslkmalaya and Garut were 
destroyed or damaged by the quake. 


TEHERAN. (AP). — An Iranian of- 
ficer, attempting to hijack a 
helicopter to Iraq, shot and killed the 
commander of security forces in 
Iran's troubled Kurdistan province, 
Teheran Radio reported on Satur- 
day. 

The report, monitored in Kuwait 
said Lt. Rouz Bahanl shot the com- 
mander, identified only as Col. 
Sharifi, while they were flying a 
reconnaissance mission. 

Bahanl drew a gun on Shorlfl while 
the craft was passing over a village 
on the Iran-Iraq border and ordered 
the pilot to fly to Iraq, according to 
the report 

It said a warrant officer tried to 
disarm Bahanl who then shot 
Sharifi. The crew seized the lieute- 
nant and flew the helicopter back to 
base, the broadcast reported.

Chinese stop 
‘Democracy 
WalT sale 


PEKING (AP). — Three young 
Chinese men were arrested at 
“Democracy Wall” yesterday as 
police broke up the sale of an unof- 
ficial transcript of the trial of a well- 
known Chinese dissident 

Police swiftly moved in and led 
away the three men who were believ- 
ed to be selling the transcript of the 
October 10 trial of Wei Jingsheng, 
editor of the dissident “Ex- 
.plo rations" magazine. He was 
sentenced to 16 years in prison for 
allegedly giving military secrets to a 
foreigner and for calling f or 
overthrow of the system. 

The three men, who were not Iden- 
tified, were loaded Into a van and 
driven away as a crowd booed. 

Brief tugging and scuffling broke 
out as bystanders scrambled for 
several hundred unsold copies. 

One officer scooped up an armload 
and took them sway. 

More than 800 people had lined up 
to buy the transcript. It was not 
known how many copies were sold 
but it was reported that 1,000 were 
being printed quietly in several 
homes in the city.

But 
those themes have not since been ex- 
panded or even repeated In any' 
authoritative way.

FORMER U.S. ambassador to the 
UN Arthur Goldberg has denied thu t 
■* he had dnitially interpreted UN 
• Security Council Resolution 242 as 
requiring only "minor" territorial 
: adjustments to Zsrael's pre-iflfiT 
1 lines, as suggested by former 
secretary of state Henry Kissinger In 
his recently published memoirs. 

Goldberg, U.S. representative at 
the Security Council In 1967 when the 
resolution was drafted and ap- 
proved, told The Jerusalem Post 
. that he has protested against the 
assertion, contained in Kissinger’s 
■■White House Years." Kissinger’s 
account, said Goldberg, la "totally 
wrong." 

In his memoirs, Kissinger said 
■ that Goldberg had obtained Jordan’s 
acquiescence In Resolution 342 "by 
the promise... that under its terms 
we would work for the return of the 
West Bank to Jordan with minor 
boundary rectifications and that we 
were prepared to use our influence to 
obtain a role for Jordan in 
Jerusalem." 

But, according to Goldberg, he had 
merely assured Jordan’s King Hus- 
sein at the UN that the U.S. did not 
envisage a West Bank "without a 
Jordanian presence." Goldberg 
noted; "I didn’t define what that 
presence should be.” 

Goldberg said that after reading 
Kissinger's account, he reviewed the 
diplomatic record with former 
under-secretary of state Joseph 
Sisco, with whom he had worked 
closely during the months leading to 
the adoption of Resolution 242. 
Goldberg sold that Ids recollection 
coincides with that at Sisco. 

GOLDBERG, a former Supreme 
Court justice, said Kissinger bad 
blamed his "researchers" for the 
published version. Kissinger promis- 
ed to correct the record in his second 
instalment, scheduled for release in' 
1981. But Goldberg baa asked

"The effects of the Holocaust 
didn't stop inl940," be said at a press 
conference. "Survivors and their 
children still bear the scars." 

Groups of survivors’ chil d r en had 
sprung up Independently throughout 
the U.S.. he said, and Zachor feltjt 
was time to bring them together.

» devoted largely to psychological 
;; Issues; the second to the world views 
and creative responses of the sur- 
vivors' children. 

r Among the speakers and panelists 
were about 12 psychiatrists and 
- therapists who have worked exten- 
sively with children of survivors in 
Israel, America and Ca na da.

The matter is still sensitive 
because of the conflicting inter- 
pretations of Resolution 242's re- 
quirement for territorial 
withdrawal. The resolution merely 
called for withdrawal "from 
territories" captured during the 
war. It did not say “all the 
territories" or even ".the territories” 
— & deliberate omission, according 
to Goldberg, leaving the door open 
for territorial adjustments. 

Goldberg said the first U.S. official 
to call for only "minor" adjustments 
was former secretary of state 
William Rogers in 2970. Since then, 
successive U.S. administrations 
have supported only minor ad- 
justments. The Arab states have 
called for a total withdrawal. Israel 
has supported significant changes in 
the pre-1967 lines. 

I GOLDBERG was also upset by 
I Kissinger's assertion that he had 
favoured a speed-up in trade 
development with the Soviet Union 
shortly after the Russian invasion of 
Czechoslovakia In 1908. 

Kissinger cited a report by the 
United Nations Associations of the 
United States, a private group, 
which called for the development of 
East-West trade "as a matter of 
major priority." Kissinger noted 
that Goldberg, at that time, was 
chairman of the organization. 

But Goldberg pointed out that the 
organisation's reports were “en- 
dowed Independently" and he had 
nothing to do with it. Goldberg said 
he was opposed to carrying on 
"business as usual” with the 
Russians so quickly after the Inva- 
sion of Czechoslovakia. 

Goldberg also said he resented 
Kissinger's attempt to use him In his 
memoirs to defend his controversial 
positions: “I was only mentioned 
twice in the book," he said. "Both 
times he got the story wrong." 


'/Their pain Is so intense after 25 
years," she said.

He has a 
strongly instilled obligation to be ac- 
tive in humanitarian works and cai\ 
not be indifferent or aloof."

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U.S. insurance leader on inflation; 

A bit of a bust today 
for a boom tomorrow

Wherever the heartbeat of the New 
York Stock Exchange Is monitored 
— and where is It not? — the 
palpitations of October ‘8- 26 were 
ominous. 

What hath Volcker wrought? daz- 
ed investors asked, referring to the 
dramatic action of Federal Reserve 
- Board chairman Paul Volcker, who 
had just raised the discount rate a 
full one point, to 12 per cent, thus 
sending the share, bond and com- 
modity futures markets Into their 
worst tailspin in years. 

The hectic trading continued from 
day to day. with people unloading 
their portfolios as If they had become 
infested with lice. All this occurred 
In October, a month remembered 
With horror for its Black Friday 50 
years ago, when the great Wall 
Street Crash launched mighty 
America into Its worst depression. 

Relaxing in his suite at the 
Jerusalem Plaza last week, George 
T. Conklin Jr., one of America's 
leading money managers, reflected 
on these startling developments. 
Conklin, board chairman and chief 
executive officer of Guardian Life 
Insurance Company of New York, is 
one of IS members of Israel Bonds' 
National Insurance Delegation now 
visiting Israel. 

His company, with 52,000m. in 
assets and more than 516,000m. life 
Insurance in force, is one of the 
giants among America's 1.400 or 
more insurance companies. 

What Federal Reserve boss Paul 
Volcker did, Conklin thinks, should 
have been done several years ago. 
To dampen worsening Inflation, 
Volcker has not only rendered len- 
ding by banks more expensive, but 
has also made It downright difficult. 
By employing strident monetary 


measures he has succeeded in reduc- 
ing the flow of funds from the 
Federal Reserve Bank to its clients, 
the commercial banks, 

“Volcker's move was only A 
mighty first step, if you, ask me," 
Conklin asserted. "With our 13 per 
cent annual inflation rate running 10 
per cent ahead of our three per cent 
real annual economic growth. X 
would go even further, 

"First. I would introduce incentive 
tax reforms to encourage more 
savings by individuals and more in- 
vestment by Industry. Then, I would 
do everything possible to improve 
the climate of business that 
beneficial tax treatment alone can- 
not do. As Images go, that of 
business appears to have become 
tarnished. If that image could be im- 
proved, the American economy 
would gradually catch up to the pace 
it used to sustain many years ago. 

Leaning back in his chair, George 
Conklin added: "Naturally, a reces- 
sion sparked by a cutback In money 
supply is going to mean unemploy- 
ment. But bear In mind that the 
other side of the coin — inflation — Is 
a more universal problem to 
Americans. We have quite a body of 
social legislation to cope with un- 
employment. But the only way to 
confront Inflation Is to get at the 
heart of the plague, even If this is in- 
itially discomforting." 

The discomfort, says Conklin, Is 
what Americans will soon begin to 
feel when they realize It won't be so 
easy to obtain a walletful of credit 
cards with which to spend freely on 
consumer goods. "After a while, peo- 
ple will understand," he hastens to 
add. "They will realize that aJl that 
extra money In their pockets these 
past few years has not raised their 
standard of living at all. And the 
longer we wait for more of the

necessary monetary measures such 
as those Introduced by Paul Volcker, 
the more rude will be the awakening 
by the American people.” 

This Is Conklin's first visit to 
Israel. Having been here less than 72 
hours when interviewed by The 
Jerusalem Post, he was not 
prepared to suggest how he would at- 
tack Israel's inflation, now spiralling 
from 91 to a probable 100 per cent by 
year^end. 

"Told 'of how life insurance 
premiums here are linked to the con- 
sumer price Index, George Conklin 
commented: ‘‘I've heard much 
about the total linkage practice 
employed in Israel." Then, he added 
with a knowing smile, "The only 
trouble is, you cannot Index your 
level of exports. No amount of 
linkage is going to keep your balance 
of trade deficit from becoming 
deeper- and deeper. Only tough — 
and perhaps painful — measures can 
Improve that situation. In America, 
we have begun to tackle our problem 
of Inflation with such measures as 
the Paul Volcker money supply 
reforms...” 


El Al worst in inti rating 
of airline food and comforts 


LONDON (Reuter). — Food critic 
Egon Ronay says In .a new book 
published yesterday that air 
passengers are fed unspeakable rub- 
bish, herded like cattle and treated 
with contempt by cabin staff. 

Ronay, a Hungarian- born catering 
critic, who made his name with 
gourmet guides, says five of his staff 
Investigated 14 scheduled airlines 
between Britain and North America, 
flying economy class three times 
each. 

"Herded like cattle, kept unin- 
formed during frequent delays, 
packed in their tight seats, air 
travellers are reduced to cyphers 
and dehumanised,” Egon Ronay's 
Lucas Guide says. 

"Fed unspeakable food and often 
ignored by flight staff, they are 
heavily charged into the bargain,” it 
contends. 

The guide says there is only one 
thing worse than airline food, "the 
scandalous state of the toilets.” 
Ronay, who has also written 
guides to motorway and roadside 
cafes, says “contempt for the 
passenger herd is the only con- 
ceivable reason for hanging on to the 
basic misconception of what should 
be served.” 

The anachronistic preoccupation 
with meat or fish and two vegetables 
should be demolished, he says, and 
replaced with good cold food and a 
hot beverage, or fewer but carefully 
thought out dishes. 

Airlines "simply do not arrange 


for constant attention"*!) toilets, the 
guide says. "Our experience of filth, 
and discarded bits and pieces does 
not bear description." He counsels, 
airlines to hire stewardesses for 'the 
job of waitresslng, rather than for 
their prettiness and friendliness. 

The airlines Inspected by Ronay 
were Delta (U.S.), Air Canada. TWA 
(U.S.), British Caledonian, National 
(U.6.), Air India, British Airways, 
Branlff (U.S.). Aer Lingus 
(Ireland). Laker (Britain), 
Northwest Orient (U.S.), Fan 
American, El Al (Israel). 

Delta was adjudged the best air- 
line for Its passenger handling, food 
service, toilets and service, while El 
Al was deemed the worst. 

The guide takes particular excep- 
tion to El Al's “ruthless and 
searching (security) checks, which 
left our inspectors white and trembl- 
ing with rage.” 

“While one can understand the 
need for stringent precautions, do 
they really have to be so rough and 
humiliating?" the book asks. 

El Al spokesman Lee Silverman 
commented "we try to make sure 
that when our passengers get on 
board they are very relaxed because 
they feel secure. It Is a pity every 
airline does not pay as much atten- 
tion to security as we do. 

"We have our own catering centre 
at (London's) Heathrow airport 
which, because the food is kosher, 
buys only the best quality,” he add- 
ed.

No relief in sight for Poland’s economic ills 


WARSAW (UPIl. — Polish Com- 
munist Party leader Edward Glerek 
has toid the nation that he himself 
and the entire party leadership are 
aware of the country’s difficult 
economic situation. 

"Believe me that the difficult 


housing situation of many Polish 
families, the poor supplies of some 
goods to the shops, the cuts In 
supplies of electric power, are a sub- 
ject of concern of the whole party 
leadership," he told the coal-miners 
in the town of Katowice in a speech 
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Saturday broadcast nation-wide on 
radio and television. 

Glerek took over the party 
leadership in 1970 after rioting 
workers on the Baltic coast brought 
down his predecessor Wladysiaw 
Gomulka. 

Despite attempts to alleviate the 
poor economic situation, many ills 
‘ still plague the country. 

Glerek took many loans from the 
West to modernize the economy, but 
according to many experts 
overinvesting took place. 

Debts to the West now run at about 
$16b.. according to unofficial figures. 

The country made swift progress 
until 1974, but since then both social 
and economic problems emerged 
which have been further aggravated 
In the past two years. 

.; JThere_l9 a constant shortage of 
meat and other consumer goods. 

The housing situation Is grave and 
families must wait from six to 10 
years to get an apartment. 

The party leadership ran into 
energy problems, too, having built 
too few power stations for too many 
commissioned Industrial plants. The 
electricity therefore Is switched off 
during some periods at many small 
plants in order to divert the power 
for the operation of the big ones. 

Glerek promised no Immediate 
way out of the situation. 

In reply to one of the miners, who 
asked If the economy had not been 
overinvested, Glerek said that new 
Investments had been necessary to 
create some 2.5 million jobs for 
young people to avoid unemploy- 
ment.

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — The Swedish Orient Ship- 
ping Line, which has run a service 
between Scandinavian ports and this 
country for 50 years, yesterday open- 
ed a new era for Israel's citrus ex- 
ports with the arrival here of its 
super-modern, 12,000 ton roll-on roll- 
off freighter, the m.v. Vasaland. 
Together with her sister ship the 
m.v. Thebeland, she will operate a 
regular, year-round service to Haifa. 
With calls every fortnight, the two 
ships will take 300,000 cases of citrus 
each trip. 

The Swedish company Invested 
$50m. In the two ships. Another 52m. 
was spent on mechanical handling 
equipment, which will stay In Haifa, 
the company's operations manager, 
Lars Sjogren, yesterday told The 
Jerusalem Post in the Kishon har- 
bour, where the two ships will dock 
regularly. 

The two ships will carry 2.2 million 
cases of citrus to Sweden during the 
season, 75 per cent of our total citrus 
exports to that country. On their 
return they will bring general cargo, 
machinery and Finnish wood 
products, -including newsprint and 
timber. 

Sjogren said that despite the heavy 
investment, the company is confi- 
dent that the ships will pay their way 
thanks to their ability to make fast 
turnarounds in the ports. During the 
citrus season they will sail fully load- 
ed both ways. In the summer they 
will carry only a 50 per cent load 
from Israel, including farm produce 
and frozen food. 

The ships, built In Japan, are bas- 
ed on a completely new concept of 
roll-on roll-off freight carrying.' 
without the trailers on which cargo Is 


usually stored In this type of vessel. 
To increase the exploitation of space 
in the holds, cargoes arc stowed on 
pallets or in containers and driven on 
and off the ship. The vessels carry 
their own forklifts and tractors, 
which are hoisted onto the. quayside 
when the ships dock. 

When the system is fully run- 
in, the shlpB will need only four days 
in port to discharge and load 13,000 
tons of oargtj.' 

Ghlomo Castel, general ipa&ager 
of the Israel Scandinavian .Maritime 
Agency, which represents the 
Swedish Line here, said his firm had 
rented a complete cargo shed in -the 
harbour for ILlm. a year, to make 
sure that the expensive ships will ao( 
be held up for lack of storage space 
The Vasal ond'a master, Captain L. 
Persson. told The Post on board his 
highly automated ship that despite 
her size she has a crew of only 18. in. 
eluding a chambermaid. Half the 
crew are officers. The rest are do 
longer deck or englneroom hands, 
but "general operators," who can 
be assigned to any job on board. 

The ship has an unusual design, 
with the crew's quarters and bridge 
right forward. The luxurious cabins 
have wall-to-wall carpeting, showers 
and toilets. They are occupied byene 
man each. 

The ship also has a heated swim- 
ming pool and a sauna. Movies, 
regular and cassette TV, are 
available In the common room. Of- 
ficers and men eat In the same meas 
room. Each ship has two crews, 
which replace each other after each 
round trip, which lasts one month. 
The ship's bridge looks like a 
space centre control room, with the 
latest electronic equipment to con- 
trol every operation on board.

LONDON. — Russia's supersonic air- 
liner, the Tupolev Tu-144 'Kon- 
dordski 1 . which Western experts 
thought had been scrapped, Is flyihg 
again. 

The Soviet Union has tested a new 
version, the Tu-144D, fitted with 
newly designed engines. These are 
more efficient than those of the 
earlier aircraft, increasing its range 
by about 70 per cent. 

The aircraft can now fly as far as 
the Anglo-French Concorde and has 
enough range for the transcontinen- 
tal domestic routes for which it was 
designed. 

Test flights of the original Tu-144, 
which had a range of barely 3,200 km 
with a full payload, were stopped 
when a Tu-144 crashed on test flight 
last May, killing its crew. The air- 
craft may have been an early Tu- 
144D. 


The Tu-144D*s engines have been 
developed by the Kolesov design 
team, which built engines 'for 
Russia's first supersonic bombers. 
Until recently the team was un- 
known In the West. The new engines 
are pure jets, like the Concorde's. 
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There Is no sign of when the Tu- 
144D will be put into .service. 
However, the news that the Soviet 
Union is pressing ahead with 
development of Its supersonic 
transport reopens the possibility of 
supersonic flights from Europe 
across Russia to Japan, as proposed 
by Air France some years ago. 

Such a service would cut flying 
time to Japan to less than nine hours 
but could presumably be operated 
only If both a Western carrier and 
Aeroflot were able to fly the service.

Exxon gets- Egypt oil concession 




An Israel Electric Corporation 
proposal to build a hydroelectric 
plant in the North was discussed at a 
meeting of the National Building and 
Planning Council last week. 

The plant, named AJmagor, would 
provide about 100 megawatts of elec- 
tricity by taking advantage of the 
280-metre drop of the Jordan River 
between the Bnot Ya'acov and Arik 
bridges In the Galilee. The water 
would go into Lake Klnneret after 
use. 

The group, headed by Halm 
Kubersky, the director-general of 
the Interior Ministry, appointed a • 
sub-committee to study the proposal. 


CAIRO (UPI). - The Egyptian 
government will award Exxon a 82- 
square- kilo metre offshore conces- 
sion area in the Suez Gulf and the 
American company will be obliged 
to spend $38m. on the search for oil 
during the next four and a half years, 
the Middle East News agency said 
yesterday. ^ 

The agency said an agreement to 
this effect will be signed before the 
end of this month between Exxon 
and the government-owned 
Petroleum Authority. 

Exxon will pay 55m. as an outright 
grant when the agreement is signed, 
the agency said. 

The Arm will spend 517m. In the 


first one and a half years, $8m. dur- 
ing the second period of one and a 
half years and $8m. during the third 
period, the agency said. " 

If oil Is found in commercial quan- 
tities. the Egyptian aide will get 85 
per cent and Exxon 25 per cent, 
provided production is below 40,000 
barrels daily. 

If production soars above that 
figure, the Egyptian side will get 90 
per cent and Exxon 10 per cent.

TEL AVIV- — The 1 ‘rebound" in iodex-Uoked 
bond prices continued yesterday, but demand 
weakened noticeably, as was reflected by the 
relatively low trading turnover of IL81.2m. 
for all types of bonds. 

; Last week the market's all-time ’high for 
one session was established at IL872.5m. In- 
dications are that the great "rush" Into link- 
ed bonds la nearly over. It seems that the 
Bank of Israel stayed on the sidelines yester- 
day, since It no longer felt the need to in- 
tervene to give the market an upward direc- 
tion. 

In the share market, as had been generally 
expected, the mixed price trend continued. 
Insurance shares were under some selling 
pressure and prices generally declined 
moderately. The .equities of the country's 
commercial banks continued to attract 
' buyers and their prices moved up according- 
ly. As in the bond market, trading turnovers 
were tower and barely exceeded the ILB2m. 
mark. 

Among commercial banks Leumi was most 
active. In a response to an initial demand In 
excess of XLLSm. the premiere share a rose 
by. 2 points, to SIS. Three-point gains were 
achieved by Hapoahm, EDB and General

Eilat spruces up for 
growing charter trade

EILAT. — Never before in the 
history of this town was so much 
done by ao many In such a short 
time. During the month of October 
the area around the North Beach 
was cleaned, scrubbed and polished 
so that, at long last, people coming 
here have pavements to walk on, 
light at night and a park with colour- 
ful flowers to stroll In. 

As the deadline approached, there 
was an absolute frenzy of activity of 
turning sand hflls into green lawns 
and. for the first time in 30 years, the 
sandy wastes that covered the face 
of the town like so many unsightly 
pock marks were transformed with 
flowering shrubs and trees. 

The reason for all this sudden ac- 
tivity in a town notorious for the time 
it takes to get anything done was not 
afi impending election. Zt was the 
visit, last Thursday, of about 30 of 
Europe's most Important charter 
flight organizers. They came for a 
symposium on tourism to Eilat held 
here with the Minister of Industry, 
Trade and Tourism, Gideon Patt. 
Mayor Gad Katz and leading figures 
in Eilat's tourist Industry. 

With Eilat expecting some 180.000 
tourists during the next seven 
months — approximately ten 
tourists to every resident — the 
mayor and his municipality have at 
last woken up to the fact that tourism 
is the mainstay of the town's 
economic wellbeing. 

The, season, which started with a 
flight from Germany on October 15 
on an El A1 plane which landed ex-

flying circles as Eilat West) was a 
good omen both for El A1 and the 
future of the air base. Such a flood of 
tourists has never before been 
kitn-.-, 1-..TO at this time of the year. 
During 'he past five years of charter 
flights to Eilat, most of the planes at 
the beginning of the season arrived 
with half-loads or less. During the 
post two weeks, however (and this 
year there will be some 12 Inter- 
national flights a week, with four 
landing at Etzion 1, almost every 1 
plane has arrived packed. 

Twickenham Travel’s first flight 
from Gatwick (thi? year they have 
taken the whole plane, Insteud of 
sharing with another operator, as 
before') had 133 passengers in 132 
seats.

A • 
spate of attractive new, and for the 
time being clean, restaurants have 
sprung up like mushrooms after the 
rain. 

The Khan, a commercial and 
entertainment centre in the hotel 
area park, is almost completed. 
Work is going on apace on 

a restaurnnt-pattisserie-icc-crcam- 

parlour. as well as on a traditional 
English pub. 

The symposium had come about as 
the result of some very hnrsh 
criticism last season by the largest 
charier companies.

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Shooting from the hip 

NABLUS MAYOR Bassam Shak'a won hia post in the municipal 
elections of April 1976, the first democratic poll ever held in the 
West Bank, which swept into power a whole new generation of 
"radical” Palestinian leaders. He was known then, and has 
been known ever since, as a fervent supporter of Palestinian 
nationalism, and of Its most rabid expression, the PLO. 

This has not prevented the Israel military authorities, both 
before and after May 1977, from seeking his cooperation. Mayor 
Shak’a was and did what his people expected of him, and so long 
as Israel did not wish to rule the territories by fiat alone, he was 
irreplaceable. 

A man of little education and a narrow vision. Mayor Shak'a 
has, it is true, been a thorn in the side of the military govern- 
ment. The record of the past several months provides ample 
proof. 

Only last month Mr. Shak'a led a group of West Bankers stiff- 
ly warned by the military government against taking part in the 
activities of a newly-formed offshoot of the defunct Palestine 
National Front, described as a loose coalition of FLO supporters 
.in the territories. 

There were some rumours even then that some officials were 
only waiting for a "last straw” that would warrant packing the 
mayor off across the border to a neighbouring Arab country. 

Miraculously, that "last straw” surfaced at a meeting last 
Tuesday to which Mr. Shak’a was invited by Aluf Danny Matt, 
the coordinator of operations in the territories. 

The story is now familiar. In the course of a conversation that 
turned mostly on Nablus taking its water and electricity from 
Israel — Mr. Shak'a had been' opposed to it — the mayor was 
asked for his view of the coastal road bus massacre. 

What the precise answer was remains somewhat unclear. Did 
the mayor actually say he identified with the murderers, as 
Israel Radio claimed just as soon as he quietly departed from 
the supposedly confidential meeting? Or did he rather say that 
such massacres, somewhat regrettable as they might be, could 
not be prevented so long as Israeli "oppression” and “killing” 
of Palestinians went on? 

Whichever it was, the reply was calculated to induce nausea 
In most every Jew. And of course it did, as the report of what 
was Immediately presented as the mayor's "incitement to the 
murder of Jewish women and children” spread around, over the 
air and through the press; although the true incitement, if any, 
was in the report itself. 

This was a classic case of entrapment, for which someone pre- 
sent at the session, if not Aluf Matt himself, must be held direct- 
ly responsible. But the chief victim cf the entrapment was 
Defence Minister Welzman, who only learned of the incident 
from the newspapers the following day. 

Badly embarrased, and apparently anxious to prove that his 
reputed moderation is no synonym for lack of- manhood, Mr. 
Welzman promptly decided, in consultation with Mr. Begin, to 
have Mr. Shak’a banished. If must have been a sad decision for 
a minister who had taken pride in bringing former expellees 
back to the territories. 

Now Mr. Welzman can only hope for succour from the 
Supreme Court. But even if the court rules that the alleged "last 
straw" was not ground enough for expulsion, the damage will 
have been done. The most intransigent elements in the West 
Bank and Qaza have now found a cause around which to rally all 
local Palestinians. 

For truly, if an Arab city mayor, of well known convictions, 
cannot freely speak his mind even in private without being con- 
sidered fit for punishment, then what is this thing called 
autonomy except a farce and a fraud? 

Had the Government of Israel been deliberately trying to un- 
dermine its own avowed policy, and aid its enemies, it could not 
have done it better. More likely it is just so frightened by 
Israel’s political right wingers that it can no longer rationally 
measure the perverse results of its decisions. 

Malaise at TV House 

LAST THURSDAY night Television journalists blacked the 
screen out for two and a half minutes in protest against director- 
general Yosef Lapid's ban on showing a report of the same 
length featuring Mayor Shaka. 

The journalists’ action was reprehensible. The screen belongs 
to the people, not to them. If they feel aggrieved by manage- 
ment policy, they should resign. 

The Television journalists do, however, have every right to 
feel aggrieved. During his brief incumbency, Mr. Lapid has 
shown fairly conclusively that hia notion of the newsworthy is 
that of the politically useful — to people who share Mr. Lapld'B 
political views. To do his bidding, he needs hacks and not jour-* 
nalists. 

Mr. Lapid's reason for turning thumbs down on Rafiq 
Halaby's story was that "PLO supporters should not be given a 
platform on Israel TV." This argument only discloses the 
dlrector-general’js concept of the TV screen. 

Interestingly the director-general has not, to our knowledge, 
taken any umbrage at the recent avalanche of reports featuring 
Gush Emunim stalwarts preaching (unlike Mr. Shaka in Mr. 
Halaby’s report) active defiance of the Israel Government. 

A TV director-general must, of course, have final editorial 
say on matters of taste, balance, propriety, veracity. But bis 
own staffers doubt that director-general Lapid has these 
matters in mind when making his censorship decisions. 

The fact that Mr. Lapid is himself being assailed from the 
right by people who insist that he put his "house in order" and 
end the mythical monopoly of the "leftist mafia," may account 
for his modus operandi, but cannot justify it.

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REPORT SUSPICIOUS 


EARLIER this month, a top-level 
briefing took place in the education 
ministry. The minister, Zevulun 
Hammer, reportedly told senior Of- 
ficials that “emergency measures" 
would be instituted in the education 
system during the coming year. As 
part of the effort to cure the coun- 
try’s economic Ills, the ministry 
budget is to be substantially cut, 
school building will be "temporarily 
halted" and the introduction of split- 
shift learning In schools next year 
may be unavoidable. 

Of course, there is little that is new 
In this evaluation. Civic leaders and 
educationists have been warning for 
some months that unless school 
building is resumed immediately, 
there will not be enough classroom 
space for all the nation’s children to 
study at the same time. But last 
week's briefing was significant in 
that it provided almost the first In- 
dication of the Ministry’s attitude to 
this possibility. Disturbingly, it 
suggested that Hammer may have 
resigned himself to the fact that split 
shifts are inevitable. 

The split-shift system — with some 
children going to school In the mor- 
nings and others in the afternoons — 
was the rule in the early years of the 
state. Staggering under the burden 
of mass Immigration, newly es- 
tablished Israel was in no position to 
even provide bousing for all Its 
citizens let alone schools for its 
children. But as conditions im- 
proved, split shifts were gradually 
phased out until, by the mid-1960s, 
they had disappeared altogether. 

What Hammer is therefore con- 
templating is a serious reduction in 
the quality of the education facilities 
provided by the state to its children. 
How has this situation come about 
and what could be its consequences? 

Israel's classrooms are bunting at 
the seams due to the effect of two 
trends — population growth and pop- 
ulation shifts. 

The first ensures that, in the very 
nature of things, the educational 
system has to absorb more pupils 
every year. But it is the second 
which Is placing an unbearable 
strain on that system.

Sir. — We keep hearing that, in 
order to slow down the current 
runaway inflation, the government 
budget has to be cut by reducing civil 
service by several thousand 
employees. 

On the face of it. it sounds logical, 
but Is it really, if one considers 
Israeli severance pay- norms?' For 
example, civil service' workers 
employed in Sinai will receive ISO 
per cent of their last monthly salary 
plus one month paid vacation for 
every year of their service, which 
will amount to between IL 250.000 to 
ILl m. per employee. Thus, firing 
several thousand employees will 
cost the government several billion 
pounds. 

The immediate effect of such ac- 
tion will be an increase in the 
government budget plus a sudden 
boost of spendable money In the 
hands of the public. This will cauae a 
jump in the rate of inflation, which 
may assume catastrophic propor- 
tions. 

Of course, it may be argued that in 
the long run it will be beneficial. My 
question is: Will the Israel economy 
be able to bold out till "the long run,” 
or will these generous severance 
payments be the proverbial straw 
that will break the camel's back?

The introduction of split shifts in schools will have serious 
consequences and should be vigorously opposed, writes 
The Post’s ALAN ELSNER* 


Beeraheba as the Shud pullback gets 
underway and the Negev takes on a 
new Importance, the massive growth 
of the Dan region towns as people In- 
creasingly move out of Tel Aviv — 
these are Just three current trends 
which demand, among other things, 
the provision of new educational 
facilities for large numbers of 
children. 

But school building Is not only 
needed in new neighbourhoods. The 
demand 1s just as pressing In many 
of Israel’s lesa-deslrable urban 
areas. 

In many of the so-called distressed 
neighbourhoods, existing school 
structures are woefully Inadequate. 
In some, children are still learning in 
temporary buildings erected in the 
1950s that would have been demolish- 
ed long ago If funds had been 
available. Even In ‘'non- 
problematic'’ areas, many school 
buildings are badly In need of full- 
scale renovation If not total replace- 
ment. Some of the earliest schools 
erected by the Zionist movement, 
some predating the state by 30 years 
or more, are still In use. They have a 
proud history, but they -have served 
their day. 

IT IS ARGUED that there Is no 
money available for school building. 
But Is the split-shift system really a 
viable alternative? 

The beauty of the idea, from the 
point of view of those who do not 
have to implement It, is that one 
school suddenly becomes two 
schools. With one flick of the magic r 
bureaucratic wand, the country 
suddenly has twice as many schools 
as It did before. Half the children go 
to school as usual at 8 a.m., retur- 
ning home at 1 p.m. Then, at 1.30 
p.m.. the other half begin their 
school day, which ends at 6.30 p.m. 

But, as with most conceptions of 
potential genius, this brilliant idea 
doea have some drawbacks. Who is 
to look after those children who 
.study In the aftenoan when they are 
at home In the morning? Obviously, 
either their mothers will stay home

to keep an -eye on them. In which 
case thousands of working hands will 
be lost to the economy and thousands 
of mothers trapped In their homes, 
or the children will wander about the 
streets unsupervised and bored, 
possibly getting Into trouble. 

A second' problem Is that many 
schools at present are used in the 
afternoons by youth clubs and for 
community activities. Extra- 
curricular activities for both 
children and' adults are organized 
around the schools. All this would 
have to end. 

Thirdly, the very structure of the 
day would be altered for whole 
families. At present, children are at 
home in the afternoons and evenings 
when children's television is 
available to them and they can be 
with their families. 

And, finally, split shifts would In- 
volve bussing large numbers of 
children from one neighbourhood. 


where there are no schools, to 
another where there are. 

IT NEED hardly be pointed out that 
with twice as many children using 
each school, the wear and tear on the 
building and the facilities would in- 
crease sharply. The more 
dilapidated the school becomes, the 
less respect the children will have 
for.it. .It Is' a well-established fact 
that broken windows encourage 
children to break more windows. 
Therefore, we can look forward to as 
increase In vandalism. 

There la virtually no support for 
the introduction of split shifts. The 
ministry’s official position, as ex- 
pressed fay its spokesman last week, 
Is that it is looking into "alternative 
solutions" and hopes that split shifts 
may still be avoided. These alter-, 
native solutions include "using 
. laboratories and gymnasiums as 
classrooms, using bomb shelters 
[they are already being used in some 
towns) and encouraging private con- 
tractors to build schools which would 
then be leased by the ministry.” 

None of these alternatives includes 
actually building new schools — 
“because there is no money." But 
this is, in many ways, too glib an 
answer. The allocation of the 
ministry's budget Is a function of the 
priorities the ministry places on Us 
various options. And if the ministry’s 
record 'under Hammer is examined, 
a strange picture of these priorities 
emerges. I 

IN MARCH 1978, Hammer won 
widespread praise for his apparently 
liberal measure of making high 
school education free. It became 
compulsory for all children up to the 
age of 16 and free for those who con- 
tinued until the age of 18. This 
measure, which cost many millions 
of pounds, was financed out of an in- 
crease, in national insurance. 

The effect, of course, is that the 
parents of thpse who do not benefit 
from high school education until the 
age of 18, notably the less well-off, 
help finance the education of those

who do, notably the more well-off. It 
should be noted that gifted children 
from deprived backgrounds could 
always benefit from free high school 
education if they reached the 
.necessary level under the former 
system. 

Another projected Innovation by 
the ministry is the introduction of the 
long school day in many problem 
neighbourhoods. One of the alms of 
this praiseworthy measure is to keep 
children off the streets until 4 p.m. 
But if money is spent on this, the 
result will be thousands of other 
children wandering around the 
streets all morning. 

Then there is the ministry's un- 
precedented generosity to yeshiva 
students (or supposed yeshiva 
students) sponsored by Agudat 
Yisrael. which costs some IL25m. a 
year and over which the ministry ex- 
ercises no control or supervision. 
The aim of this measure Is to keep 
the Aguda sweet on the present 
government and these funds are 
given despite the fact that some of 
the recipients are not bona fide 
students and that few of them will 
dirty their hands by serving the state 
in the army. 

EVEN CUTTING back on all these 
measures may not produce the 
necessary funds for school building. 
But then, the priorities of the entire 
national budget may be questioned. 

Has the government really got It 
right when it spends billions of 
pounds on settlements in the West 
Bank, and then even more billions on 
evicting uncooperative settlers, 
while there are not enough 
classrooms for the nation's 
children? 

The Introduction of spilt shifts, 
which Hammer appears to be con- 
templating with such stunning com- 
placency, is a seriously regressive 
step which will have grave conse- 
quences for years to come. It will 
mean a lowering in the standard of 
primary and secondary education 
and it will take thousands of mothers 
out of the work force, resulting In a 
serious loss of family Income to 
those Involved and a sizeable 
decrease in the country's gross 
national product. It should be op- 
posed now, while there is still time to 
avert it. 
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
